ion adequately protected. 


Persons who view the situation 


from this standpoint might very well 
t.ik'j a Ionic al a map of Lowell. It 
will. very likely be a revelation to 
>on.c of them to discover what a 
Inrce and thickly populated section 
of the city is located at what seems 
to be an unsafe distance from the 
Branch street fire station. 
The 


same is .true of (he section that 
would be served by the proposed 
new building at Laurel and Fair- 
mount streets. 


Y\ hat is of most importance, per- 


haps, is, that Lowell has a very low 
ruling in the fire hazard lists of 
the various underwriters' assoeia- 
lion=. As a consequence large'sums 
of money are being paid out by the 
people of the city in insurance pre- 


nomestics, factor,' operatives, me- 


chanics, business and professional 
men, 
fell for Ponzi's-appeal with 


equal promptitude, and it seemed a 
race as to which would be first 
io get the cash to Ponzi's office. 
Now Ihey are wiser. 
They have 


been (aught an expensive" lesson 
that will'serve (hem for (he rest 
of their lives. 
We have no doubt 


that every single one of them will 
hereafter he a propagandist against 
all forms of gct-rieh-quick schemes 
Massachusetts hereafter will be a 
poor place for new fangled swindling 
schemes:

ST. LOUIS. Mo.. Aug. 26.—Law re- 


forms and methods of elevating the 
standards of the legal profession were 
under consideration at the annual con- 
vention of the American Bar associa- 
tion here today. 


The need for maintaining profession- 


al standards of unimpeachable char- 
acter was emphasized In reports sub- 
mitted to the convention, both by the 
committee on professional ethics and 
grievances and hy the newly organiz- 
ed section of the conference of bar 
association delegates. 


The latter body recommended that 


the bars of the several states B* In- 
corporated and that all members be 
members of the corporation and aub- 
]ect to its rules of discipline. Th« re- 
port also urged closer co-operation be- 
tween bar associations.

question of bar incorporation 


was treated also by the committee on 
professional 
ethics 
and 
grievances 


which, it was slated, has conducted a 
nation-wide Inquiry among the judici- 
ary during the past year, seeking views 
as to tho best methods of maintain- 
ing high professional standards. The 
Inquiry developed that sentiment fa- 
vored the incorporation of the bar 
with the canon of ethics Included in

Tie Vote in Tenn. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Aufc. 2i.—A hero 


of suffrage is Harry T. Burns, youneeji 
member of Tennessee's legislature. His 
vote made 49 for and 47 against Btil- 
frago in the house of representatives, 
thus being the deciding factor In the 
enfranchisement of 25.000.000 American 
women, the senate having previously 
ratified the resolution. He broke the 
deadlock. 


A letter from his mother Is reported 


to have been a factor in causing him 
to change his vote. It follows: 


"Dear Son: Hurry and 
vote for 


suffrage and don't keep them In doubt. 
I have noticed some of the speeches 
against. They were ver» bitter. I hava 
been watching: to see how you stood, 
but have not noticed anything yet. 
Don't forget to be a good boy and 
help iirs. Can put 'Rat' in ratifica- 
tion- 
Your Mother." 


Representative Burna declares there
